2-hour limit for Ridgeville parking

Shoppers in Ridgeville’s commercial area will see two- 
hour limit parking signs unveiled soon. 

Town council’s general committee Tuesday recom¬ 
mended the parking limit on Canboro Rd. just west of Eff¬ 
ingham St. carry a two-hour limit. 

Chief administrative officer Martin Yamich said the 
request was made by Ridgeville merchants. People are 
parking in the spots in front of and across from their stores 
for extended periods. 

“The limit allows for a turnover for customers,” he said. 

Meanwhile, town staff will organize an open house to 
discuss parking problems in three other areas of the town 
— on the west side of Haist St. north of Regional Rd. 20, on 
Church Hill and in Pelham Town Square. 

The open house could lead to changes in the town’s 
parking bylaw. 

Haist St. residents recently sent in a letter concerning 
parking by employee and customer vehicles from busi¬ 
nesses at the corner of Haist St. and Regional Rd. 20. 

“Staff are of the opinion that this matter should be part 
of a larger conversation rather than being the focus of a 
single issue," said planning director Craig Larmour in his 

“For this reason, it is recommended that an open house 
be convened for the properties fronting on this stretch of 
Haist St. to afford owners the opportunity to discuss alter¬ 
natives with staff.” 

On Church Hill, there are two parking issues. 

TWo-hour limits for the commercial areas at the bottom 
of the hill affect some private homes and an exemption 
from snow clearing parking requirements have drawn 
complaints, said Larmour. 

In Pelham Town Square, Larmour said there are a 
number of issues that vary with the time of year. 

St. Alexander’s church faces overflow problems, visitors 
to apartment buildings clash with the parking bylaw and 
summer time use of the bandshell draws crowds.

“Staff recommend that this matter be addressed as part 
of an open house to afford the owners and community an 
opportunity to discuss alternatives,” said Larmour. 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook suggested the inclusion of 
Hurricane Rd. parking problems in the open house discus- 

Larmour said that may involve too many people, but 
suggested a future open house for that area. 

He is also open to hearing about other parking related 
problems for a future open house, he said. 

Staff are co-ordinating schedules to hold an open house 
in early March with recommendations to change the mar¬ 
keting bylaw to come in early April, he said. 

Yamich said a parking bylaw should be “a living docu¬ 
ment” capable of changes as conditions change. 

For example, he foresees changes with the construction 
of residential and commercial areas in the East Fonthill 
development.

Housing sales 
start off strong 
in 2010 

T he Niagara Association of Real¬ 
tors reported 17 transactions in 
Pelham through the Multiple Listing 
Service during the month of January 
2010. 

What a welcome increase over the 
total of six transactions that occurred 
in January 2009 when home sales 
were at a recessionary low.

In fact, last month’s sales total rep¬ 
resents the highest level that has been 
achieved in January during the past 
five years. 

The average home selling price in 
January 2010 climbed 5.5% to 
$311,085 compared to $294,933 in the 
same month last year, a level that is 
just 0.7% shy of the peak of $313,392 
recorded in January 2008. 

Across Niagara January sales results 
continue to indicate that the local 
housing market is rebounding well 
from the extreme drop in sales experi¬ 
enced at the beginning of2009. 

The renewed level of consumer 
confidence combined with the afford¬ 
ability effect caused by low interest 
rates has propelled a regionwide unit 
sales increase of 38% over January 
2009 figures. 

Both the Pelham and Welland 
market areas outperformed the region 
in the January tallies. Unit sales in 
Welland were also up significantly— 
45 transactions in 2010 compared to 
25 in 2009. The January 2010 
12-month average price of $176,649 
was 4.4% higher than the figure of 
$169,252 recorded in Janaury 2009. 

Overall we should expect strong 
annual growth rates for existing home 
sales and average prices throughout 
the first quarter as we continue to 
make comparisons to the weak 
market conditions at the beginning of 
2009. 

As we move closer to the summer 
months anticipate the rate of growth 
to slow down significantly as we begin 
to compare results to more balanced 
market conditions.

Pros and cons of new taxation explained to seniors 


The new harmonized sales tax is good for Ontario but 
does have winners and losers, says a local commodity tax 
specialist. 

Theresa Beninger, of Durward Jones Barkwell and Co., 
gave that message to seniors at Lookout Ridge Retirement 
Home Thursday when outlining effects of the HST. 

The 13% tax, which blends the 8% provincial sales tax 
with the 5% GST, comes into effect July 1. 

The change, Beninger said, will strengthen Ontario by 
making it a better place to do business. 

She said whenever she has done an audit of PST for a 
business, the questions is: When will we blend PST and 
GST? 

“If you can touch something it’s taxable,” she said 
explaining “all these little rules” attached to the PST. 

“Business people are too busy running a business and 
employing people to deal with learning all those little 
rules,” she said. 

“It’s time to get rid of it. It’s an archaic system” that goes 
back to provincial and federal legislation restricting what 
provinces can tax. 

By blending the taxes business can now get back its PST 
cost as its does its GST costs on items it buys "to run its 
operations,” she said. 

This will make business more competitive internation¬ 
ally and attract investment to the province by lowering tax 
ts, she explained. 


If you don’t get GST back now, you won’t get HST back, 
she said. 

People may see rent go up as landlords see costs go up 
for heat and hydro and other utilities that don’t pay PST 
now, she added. 

Charities and non-profits will get back 82% of their 8% 
added from formerly exempt PST, Beninger said. Social 
housing will likely see increased costs related to utilities 
and other services. 

—People who don’t pay GST won’t get 
HST rebates, she said. 

The HST could affect non-profit groups 
such as minor hockey leagues. They will 
have to pay increases for ice rentals and 
pass that on as increased costs of mem- 
bership.

Not effected are basic groceries, residential rent, items 
prepared for under $4, books, newspapers and children’s 
clothing and footwear. 

“You can buy your coffee and doughnuts, but don’t buy 
for friends because that will put you over $4,” she said. 
They you will pay HST. 

Shoes and dental costs will go up. 

“So get yours done before July 1 “ -*- ;J 


In planning for HST you should buy anything not quali¬ 
fying for PST, such as golf memberships, before May 1. 
Some HST changes are being phased in before July 1. 

You can buy gasoline for your car before July 1 when an 
additional 8% goes on, she said. 

“You will see lineups at the tanks on June 30.” 

Beninger said the advantage of the GST, PST and HST for 
the consumer is that they are “visible taxes.” 

The goal of bring in the HST is to encourage businesses 
to come to Ontario. 

“Ontario will have the lowest corporate tax rates in 
Canada,” Beninger said about a five-year process of tax 
adjustments. “We are now the highest.” 

She said the HST sacrifices Ontario residents will make 
are to ensure “there will be jobs here for our children and 
grandchildren.” 

Ray Barlow, general manager of Lookout Ridge, said he 
sees increased costs for the retirement complex with the 
coming of HST. It will include utility and heating costs as 
well as various services. 

“And we will not be able to pass the increases on,” he 

Housing associations he belongs to are pressing the pro¬ 
vincial government for a 1% reduction in the PST portion 
of the HST that would reduce costs for everyone.

A. Green student has seen in a bud¬ 
ding snowboarding career that has 
already taken her to Germany, New 
Zealand as well as to top-calibre com¬ 
petitions in the United States.

It 
made everything better, it made the 
butterflies go away,” she said. 

And her single-largest crowd before 
the Olympics? 

“Oh, about 50 to 80,” she answered 
with a laugh. 

Taylor’s season resumes during the 
March Break, when she will she be 
competing at the U.S. Open at Strat¬ 
ton, Vt. 

This will be her fifth straight 
appearance at a snowboarding event 
whose prestige is second only to the 
Olympics. 

Last year, she placed 13th against 
many of the same athletes she 
encountered Thursday at Cypress 
Mountain. 

“I will be riding against some of the 
same people,” said Taylor, whose has 
also competed against Sarah Conrad 
and Mercedes Nicoll, the two Canadi¬ 
ans who advanced to the semifinals at 
Thursday’s qualifier. 

"I’ve beaten them both, but so have 
they. We’ve gone back and forth,” she 
said.
